The qiieition whether a racing bi- 
ryclu ought to ho i-larsi'd anion^ thi- 
oecegtarios of an iufaut list joat been 

ElSseJ ui>on by thelnrd ehief justice of 
ttglan.i and Mr. Justice Hidley, tit- 
ting a< a diTiaional court of appeal in 
tha bigb oowi of JuM ice.

The de- 
feudaut pleaded infancy. Itappeared 
on the trial that be had won several 
racing prizM with tbe wheel, but that 
I'.e auo naed it occaaionally on the 
ri^ad, and that • road bictda wovld 
have cost a little mort. The county 
ix)urt Judge of Leicester decided upon 
ilie fa. t-i iif tlio lasti that fli-; wheel 
waji a ni-ci'Si«ry, aiiJ tbiTtfore rcii- 
Ji-red judgment against the purchaii 
I T, noturitliitaiidiDg that he wu un- 
der a^e. His action in so doong was 
mstaiiii-d by the iiueea's bencii di- 
vision, jAjrd Chief Justice RiHsell 
tayiof that it coold not ba heU u 
inattar of law vnder ^ diwn- 
atancea that tha bicjda waa aot anac- 
euary. Ha added, howerar, that caaes 
might eaaily be put which would call 
for such a idling m matter of law; as, 
for eismple, if a lad working in a fac- 
tory were to order diamond etuda 
wwth ten or twenty pounds sterliiiu, 
or Were t.j buy a horse to ride.-' ^

Intereat will be added to the many 
(ohemes for developing tide power, 
wliich are just now being exploited in 
this country, by the aecotiuts which 
have been received of an inatallation 
for diiving maehineiy by the power 
of the tides, which has baan madeat 
the little port of Plonnanach, on the 
northern coast of Prar.i e. The deep- 
ly indented coast of l^rittany is spe- 
cially adapted to 8Ui.h utilizations, 
from having a largo number of natur- 
al tidal I ',1^,1. mill a consiilerabk' .hf- 
fercnce lu that daily tide level — fre- 

Jueutly reaching 39 feet. In tbe 
'ioumanach installation tbe tide 
power was used to generata aleetriC' 
ity, an old grist mul aarving as a 
generoting station. A natural pond 
-liaped liked an isosceles tria-ncle, and 
having its base toward the uioro, ii 
fcparalod from the sea by anembank- 
inent, nr caii.*en-sy, of ancient date, 
.■!85 ftot long. Ttio p"iiil u al)..ut SOO 
fi'et long, and has an aa-A of almtit 
.IJ acres. At low tide the gates in tlio 
embankment are uncovered by the 
reeeding water, their planes making 
acnte angiea with tha snrfaca ot tbe 
tea; the waioht of tha wator in the 
pouit hold tnem aecurely dosed un- 
til they are again opened by the rising 
till.' b.-iii^ above the levtl of the pond. 
.\t hi;.'li lull', till' water thus tills the 
piiiiil to its own li'\ i l, and, as the tide 
recedes, the gates aiitoniaiically shut 
and prevent the e'icapo . f ih.. im- 
]«>iindcd water. The leakage is very 
ntniill. The gate* require no atten- 
tion, tho pond filling itself automatr 
u dlly twioe a day. lo addition to gen- 
erating power, the pond serves u a 
Ktoragii and breeding place for oys- 
ters, niiissela and lobsters, which re- 
quire to be kejit covered with water. 
The fall used is from S5 to 28 feet. 
Hitherto onl\ a single wheel has been 
used, driving a sulphurous add ii-e 
machine, and making 630 pounds at 
a charge, or 1,160 nouuds a day. Now 
a dynamo is initalled, end tbe water 
wheels of the old grift miU are to be 
replaieed by tvrbinaa. Fifty horae- 
l>oweii will be fumisbad at the full 
iiead, and 80 horse-power four hours 
after tho din^hargo of the pond is be- 
^>in. Tin- w hole expense of thusgeu- 
eratingbet wi-eu 1 ,500and 'J.OoO horse- 
power a day will be insigr.-itioaut. 
One man takes care of the ti.'<h pond 
and the pos'pr station, and it is esti- 
mated that the total coet of the power
